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FCC Outlines Impact on its Operations of Potential Funding Lapse 
ARRL 01/02/2019 


The FCC said in a January 2 Public Notice that in the event of a continued partial lapse in fed- 
eral government funding, it will suspend “most operations” at mid-day on Thursday, January 3. 
Some systems that have gone dark in prior government shutdowns will remain operational this 
time, however. That includes the FCC website, although it will not be updated except for matters 
related to spectrum auction activities and those necessary for the protection of life and property 
until normal operations resume. The FCC Daily Digest will continue to appear. 


The Electronic Comment Filing System (ECFS), the Universal Licensing System (ULS), the Elec- 
tronic Document Management System (EDOCS), and the Commission Online Registration Sys- 
tem (CORES) will remain available, but no support will be provided except that necessary for 
spectrum auction activity. Processing of Amateur Radio applications will come to a halt, how- 
ever, said ARRL Volunteer Examiner Coordinator (VEC) Assistant Manager Amanda Grimaldi, 
N1INHL. 


Also down will be the Consumer Complaint Center and the Experimental Licensing System, 
among several others 


Still available will be the Network Outage Reporting System (NORS), the Disaster Information 
Reporting System (DIRS), the Public Safety Support Center (PSSC), the Licensing Management 
System (LMS), the Consolidated Database System (CDBS), the Auctions Public Reporting System 
(PRS), the Auction Application System, and the Auction Bidding System. 


“All other Commission electronic filing and database systems will be unavailable to the public un- 
til normal agency operations resume,” the FCC said 


Albany County Winter Field Day 


The Albany County Winter Field Day is apparently a go. Albany ARES/RACES (ACACES), in cooperation with 
the Albany County Sheriff's Critical Incident Emergency Management Division and AARA, will set up HF 
facilities in Field Day mode on the last weekend in January at Lawson Lake County Park in Feura Bush (a bit 
south of Delmar) Friday, January 25, 2019, through Sunday, January 27. Rules are similar to ARRL Field Day 
in June with the major exception of fewer bonus points. We plan to keep this initial outing rather simple to gain 
experience.

Emergency communications in a winter environment is just as important as the preparations and practice that 
is done each summer but with some additional unique operational concerns. This exercise will take place 
under possibly adverse winter conditions. Operation will be indoors (heated) in a lodge at the park with 
rudimentary kitchen (water for washing and drinking must be brought in, though microwave, toaster oven and 
refrigerator are available) and sanitary facilities (outdoor portajohns). We will plan to operate the full 24 hour 
period starting Saturday at 2 PM. There will be limited (12 hours total by the rules) setup starting at 2 PM 
Friday and continuing Saturday morning. Present plans are for one station (possibly two) on commercial 
power, laptop logging and wire antennas with operation in SSB, CW and digital. We do not expect that this is 
for everyone, but if you want to join in this unique exercise, please sign up.
